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MUSIC TO MATCH OUR MOUNTAINS

What happened to the 7,000+ medal- 
lions left over from the 1960 Alaska 
Festival of Music? 


Mary Helen Hale founded the Alaska 
Festival of Music establishing its first 
performance in Anchorage in 1956. 3 ALE 
Ms. Hale was an initial director of the Anchorage Community Chorus, a also served as a 
high school music and English teacher. As a college administrator she was the founder and first 
director of the popular Arts Fair at the University of Alaska Anchorage. Ms. Hale was nomi- 
nated several times for Alaskan of the Year and in 1965 the University of Alaska awarded her 
an honorary Doctorate of Fine Arts for her contribution to the arts. 


The Festival was originally named the Anchorage Festival of Music and in early 1960 the 
directors executed paperwork to incorporate the organization as the Alaska Festival of Music, 
Inc. All assets of the Anchorage Festival of Music were transferred to the non-profit corpora- 
tion and starting in 1960 business was conducted as the Alaska Festival of Music. In later 
years the Anchorage Festival of Music name was restored. 


One of the reasons for the Festival’s success was Ms. Hale’s selection of Robert Shaw as the 
first Artistic Director and Conductor of the Festival, a role he continued for 12 successive 
Festivals. He was last associated with the Festival in 1975. The June 14, 1996 Anchorage 
Daily News described Robert Shaw as “the most famous choral director in the world” and 
noted that “he presented the first Alaska performances of masterpieces like Beethoven’s Missa 
Solemnis [and] Bach’s B-minor Mass...” 


For Alaska medal collectors the highlight of the Festivals has been the 1960 Alaska Festival of 
Music. Paul Hoblit of Paul’s Jewelry in Anchorage suggested the production and sale of a high 
quality medallion. At the March 17, 1960 Board Meeting of the Festival, Mr. Hoblit “outlined 
plans for a medallion as a souvenir piece and as help to defray costs of the Festival. He showed 
sample pieces and stated the die work cost about $350 with each piece to cost about $1.00 and 
could be sold for $2.50. He suggested the casting of 1,500 pieces and discussed various ways 
that it could be used.” The Board then approved the idea of the medallion for fund raising with 
the Executive Committee to finalize details. 
Hoblit solicited suggestions for the reverse of 
the medallion and the Seal of the State of Alaska 
was Selected by the Festival Board. An initial 
order was placed for 2,500 bronze medallions, 
along with three silver medallions and two gold 
medallions at a cost of $1.10, $4.62 and $12.72 
respectively. At the time silver was less than 
$1 per ounce and gold was about $35 per ounce. 
As part of the promotion for the medallion and 
Festival, Paul Hoblit was pictured in the June 1, 
1960 Anchorage Daily Times displaying one of 
the medallions along with Anchorage Mayor 
George Byer and Festival Director Hale.

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that have been produced. The State seal (which origi- 
nated as the District seal in 1911, the Territorial seal 
in 1912 and finally the State seal in 1958) on the re- 
verse is sharp and detailed, superior to any other 
medallic rendition. 


At the May 27, 1960 Festival Executive Committee 
meeting Mary Hale reported that the Lions Club, the 
Boy Scouts and the Girl Scouts were interested in 
selling the medallions at a 25 cent profit bringing the 
cost of the medallions to about $2.75. Also contacted 
were the military PX’s, downtown stores anda couple 
of large department stores. 


It was decided to order an additional 5,000 all with 
loops (wearable as pen- 
dants) as it was felt that 
they would be in de- 
mand by tourists and as 
Christmas gifts. Plas- 
tic boxes were also or- 
dered at an additional 
cost of 5 cents each. 


On June 2, 1960 the 
Festival was facing a 
deficit of $7,000 on a $15,000 ey At the Board 
of Directors meeting that day Executive Director 
Mary Hale said the sale of medallions alone would 
bring in $7,500. The Executive Board was told that 
the 5,000 with loops would be delivered by June 17th, 
just in time for the Festival, which was held June 19th 
to the 28th. The medallions which Hale thought would 
pay off the deficit actually turned out to be somewhat 
of a disaster and that is why we have never seen a 
new medallion issued by the Festival after 1960. Only 
a few hundred were sold during the Festival. 


To encourage sales of the medallions, 5,000 informa- 
tion sheets were printed after the Festival to be folded 
and inserted in the small plastic boxes containing the 
medallions. The paper explained the background of 
the medal: 


“The Alaska Festival of Music commemorated its 
fifth year, 1960, with the casting of this official 
medallion. A pioneer in the field of cultural de- 
velopment for Alaskans, this Festival is co-directed 
by the famous musicians Robert Shaw and Julius 


Herford. Its local sponsors are the Anchorage 
Community Chorus, now in its fourteenth year, and 
the Anchorage Community College, an affiliate 
of the University of Alaska. Through the latter 
institution graduate credits are available for Fes- 
tival study, rehearsal and performance with the 
co-directors and the eight other guest artists who 
come to participate in Festival. 


“This official medallion was created by Herff 
Jones Company of Indianapolis, Indiana, manu- 
facturers of the 1960 Olympics’ medals, with the 
design suggested by the Executive Committee of 
the Alaska Festival Board of Advisors. The identi- 
fving slogan of the Alaska Festival of Music is 
“Music to Match Our Mountains”, and to further 
the theme, the mountains were incorporated into 
the official medallion. The conductor's hands re- 
produced are those of Robert Shaw. The first an- 
tique bronze medallion cast was presented to the 
Treasurer of the United States, Mrs. Ivy Baker 
Priest, during her visit to Alaska in May, 1960. A 
silver medallion was cast and presented to Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower when he came to 
Alaska in June 1960.”

A thank you letter was composed and sent to Augie 
Hiebert, well known Alaskan broadcaster, by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower on his way to Wake Island! 
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The then remaining two silver medallions were pre- 
sented in June to Executive Director Hale and to 
Margaret Rutledge, the comptroller of the Festival. 


The official brochure describes the medallions as be- 
ing cast, although an April 30, 1970 Anchorage Daily 
Times article states that they were actually struck 
from a steel die and notes that the mountains beneath 
the conductor’s hands were based on a photograph 
of the Chugach Mountains which border the east side 
of Anchorage. 


The article goes on to assert that initially 5,000 bronze 
medallions were made and a later second order of 
2.500 was filled. Additionally 300 medallions were 
struck in silver and “/t/wo gold filled coins were 
also minted. One was given to President 
Eisenhower when he visited Alaska and the other 
went to Robert Shaw, music director and festival 
conductor...”’ Following the second order, the dies 
were destroyed. 


The Times reporter got a few of his facts wrong. As 
noted earlier, the 2,500 order came before the 5,000 
loop order, and it seems more likely that the medals 
were cast as that is the term consistently used by the 
Festival Board in its meetings discussing the medals 
as well as the printed insert for the medallions. 


As for Eisenhower getting one of the gold medals, 
that is simply wrong. The Festival record archives at 
the University of Alaska Anchorage state that the 
two gold medals were presented to Shaw and his co- 
director Julius Herford on June 23, 1960, with regular 
bronze medallions being presented to the other major 
artists. And as noted above the official brochure states 
that Eisenhower received a cast silver medallion. 


Since the manufacturer of the medallions charged the 
Festival $4.62 for the silver medallions, which was 
more than five times the value of silver in 1960, the 
two gold medallions sold to the Festival for $12.72 
and presented to the co-directors were likely gold 
plated silver, because even a 10kt gold medal would 
have about $15 worth of gold at 1960 prices (about 
$35.25 per ounce). 


With a mintage of 7,500 (2,500 without loops and 5,000 
with loops) the bronze medallions are not difficult for 
today’s collectors to locate for their collection. At 


times ten or more sellers may be on eBay attempting 
to sell their Festival medallions. As recently as seven 
years ago there was a Craigslist offering in Anchor- 
age for 200 non-loop medallions. At the time this ar- 
ticle was written in early July 2022 one Anchorage 
seller on eBay was offering ten of the medallions, 
including the original paperwork and box of issue, at 
a buy it now price of $35 each or best offer. Another 
eBay seller with a starting bid price of 99 cents was 
met with three bidders and a resulting sale at $16.50 
plus $3.50 shipping. 


Part of the popularity of the Alaska Festival of Music 
medallions with collectors is their inclusion in Hibler 
& Kappen’s So-Called Dollars publication. The sil- 
ver, bronze and bronze with loop being assigned HK 
number 575, 576 and 577 respectively, and therefore 
HK collectors seek to add them to their collections. It 
notes that the sterling silver is edgemarked “Herff 
Jones” and “Sterling,” while both bronze are 
edgemarked “HJ Co.” 


Although the Festival organization has now lasted 66 
years, finances were far from assured in the early 
years. The 1960 Festival ran a deficit of over $8,000 
(about $79,000 in today’s dollars), of which $8,000 
was the amount unpaid to Herff Jones for manufac- 
turing the medallions. 


By the middle of August 1960, almost two months 
after the Festival ended, only 401 of the 7,500 bronze 
medallions had been sold. 


In the fall of 1960 organizers engaged in a couple of 
fund raisers to help solve the deficit problem. The 
first event was a reduced price sale for the medal- 
lions starting in August at local jewelry and gift shops 
as well as a large department store (Northern Com- 
mercial Co.) and Carr’s grocery stores. The August 
26, 1960 Anchorage Daily Times reported that “In 
addition a special Christmas card featuring the me- 
dallion is being prepared for sale to area businessmen 
who will be encouraged to send them as holiday gifts 
to their customers and associates.” Paul Hoblit, the 
originator of the idea to strike the medallions, said 
“They are quality jewelry which make ideal brooches, 
bracelets and collector’s pieces.” In September 1960 
ten local civic and service organizations staged a com- 
edy show at Anchorage High School auditorium to 
help raise funds to clear the Festival’s deficit. 
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Although the Festival was able to eventually get its 
deficit reduced, as noted above disposing of the ex- 
cess medallions was not an easy task. 


The local coin club in Anchorage became involved in 
the sale of medallions and was allowed by the Festi- 
val to advertise the medallions for sale in Coin World 
at $5 for a pair of looped and unlooped bronze medal- 
lions. The president of the Coin Club had told the 
Festival it would probably be able to sell over 1,800 
medallions from such advertising as the collecting of 
Alaska tokens and medals was extremely popular. 
The ads that ran in Coin World for three weeks in 
October state that: 


“Alaska Coin Club has been appointed by the 
Alaska Music Festival Committee as the sole dis- 
tributor of these medallions to Numismatists of the 
nation and offers one bronze at 5.00 one bronze 
with pendant ring attached as a gift postpaid Ist 
class. This is the only way these will be sold. If a 
sufficient interest is expressed for Silver Medal- 
lions a limited number will be struck...” 


The ad was perhaps a little misleading but it was true 
that the only way medallions would be sold to numis- 
matists pursuant to the ad was as a pair, one without 
pendant ring and one with pendant ring. Although 
hopes were much higher, the Coin World advertising 
resulted in the sale of only 72 medallions. 


In October 1960, the Times reported that coin club 
President Dusek as saying that collectors “can buy 
for $5 one [bronze] coin medallion, a printed story of 
the Festival, plus one bronze medallion with loop for 
wearing as jewelry or on key chains.” 


The coin club asked the Festival for permission to 
cast 500 medallions in silver and told the Festival it 
would assume all financial responsibility for the 
project. Francis Dusek, the president of the coin club, 


told Coin World in November 1960 that he estimated 
that between 300 and 350 medallions would be made 
in .900 fine silver and that orders for the medallions 
had to be postmarked before December 10, 1960. 
The Festival ended up authorizing the production of 
300 sterling silver medallions to be sold at $10 each 
with the Festival being paid about 25 per cent of the 
sales price of those that were sold by the coin club. 
The silver medallions were available for sale from 
both the coin club and the Festival. The December 
17, 1960 Anchorage Daily Times reported coin club 
president as saying “Only 300 of these were cast for 
the club, and more than 200 have already been sold.” 
A total of 303 medallions were actually made in silver 
for, as mentioned above, three were distributed in June 
to President Eisenhower and the two top Festival of- 
ficials. 


The coin club asked that after the silver casting was 
completed that the Festival write a letter to Herff 
Jones instructing that the die be destroyed, and Mrs. 
L.A. Cassetta, acting chairman of the Festival me- 
dallion committee, was reported in the Times as say- 
ing the manufacturing dies were being destroyed upon 
completion of the silver casting. 


As an additional sales effort 1,000 bronze medallions 
were incorporated into ashtrays and other ceramic 
products made from Cook Inlet clay by Anchorage 
artist Betty Park for sale at local gift shops, and some 
of the medallions were made into paperweights. 
Jonas Brothers of Anchorage incorporated some of 
the looped medallions into Alaska leather bookmarks 
for sale at its fur shop. 


In 1961, the Festival still had 4,022 unsold bronze 
medallions mostly in storage plus over a thousand on 
consignment or incorporated into unsold Christmas 
cards and ceramics. As of January 12, 1961 it also 
had 60 silver medallions left which it offered to coin 
club members, Festival board members and Anchor- 
age Chorus members for $5.62 each. At that time 
$6,000 was still left owing on the Herff Jones bill. 
Alaska Command Exchange in Anchorage tried to 
return consigned medallions for a refund but the Fes- 
tival wrote back that they needed to try to sell them 
for another six months before a refund would be made. 


Herff Jones had to wait a few years to be fully paid 
for the medallions, although it did add seven percent 
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interest to the bill. The Festival would pay a little on 
the bill each year from medallion sales proceeds, and 
when that failed to pay off the balance, Herff Jones 
was paid from funds generated by a later Festival. 


The Festival consigned five hundred bronze sets for 
sale at the 1964 New York World’s Fair in hopes of 
generating some sales. 


In 1966 the Festival, in order to encourage the pur- 
chase of the 1960 medallions, offered airplane trips 
over Anchorage, water color paintings, record albums 
and other possible prizes to wearers of Alaska Festi- 
val of Music medallions who were selected at certain 
events. The prizes were donated by supporters of the 
Festival. Ribbons were attached to the loop medal- 
lions and they were offered for sale at $1 each during 
the Festival, while the price of $5 was maintained for 
the antique bronze without the loop. The prizes were 
awarded to medallion wearers who were approached 
by the Festival’s Medallion Mystery Maids at certain 
Festival events. The Medallion Mystery Maids in- 
cluded one of Art Burston’s daughters (Bert’s Drugs, 
B-9) as well as a couple of friends I grew up with. 


An August 31, 1973 inventory of medallions valued 
the medallions at $1,427.48 at cost. In 1979, seven of 
the last ten silver medallions were sold for $75 each, 
but the Festival still carried over 1,000 bronze medal- 
lions on its books as an asset. The accountants be- 
came so concerned as to the value (or lack of value) 
of the remaining medallions that they also required a 
reserve for cost of the medallions as a liability. Fi- 
nancial reports for 1989 and 1990 reported total sales 
of goods/merchandise of $1042, but it was not speci- 
fied whether any medallion sales were included in 
the total, or whether the sales were only of Festival 
music recordings and photographs. 


If collectors want a philatelic item to go with their 
medallion they can be on the lookout for the special 
Post Office cancellation “Alaska Festival of Music” 
which was used beginning June 1, 1960 for the Festi- 
val which ran from June 19th through June 28th. The 
Festival cancellation was stamped on over 1.5 million 
pieces of mail. The 1960 Festival did not lack other 
promotion ideas. Fifty thousand reminders about the 
Festival were mailed out and Anchorage Mayor Byer 
declared June to be Festival month. Fifteen local firms 
agreed to conduct sales in May and June promoting 
the Festival and pledged a portion of their proceeds 


to the Festival fund. Noted Alaskan artist Fred 
Machetanz and others donated paintings to an auto- 
graph party. High school art from throughout the state 
was displayed in an Alaska Festival Art Exhibition 
during the Music Festival. Proceeds from medallion 
sales were also shared with some local clubs to en- 
courage them to market the medallions to their mem- 
bers. 


There is no doubt that the enduring success of the 
Festival is the result of the driving force of Mary Hale 
as its Executive Director in its early years. For ex- 
ample, in her Annual Report for the 1960 Festival she 
stated: “Phenomenal is the word for our fifth Festi- 
val, in its every aspect...musical, financial, adminis- 
trative, publicity-wise, in its solving difficult problems 
and its planning for the future, and finally in the con- 
tribution to our city and state through world-wide pub- 
licity and relations established with other Alaskan 
communities.” In actual fact, as noted above, it took 
several years to recover from the 1960 deficit. 


In addition the 1960 Festival, even though it was the 
Fifth Festival, was faced with starting the year from 
scratch without an orchestra. Negotiations broke down 
early in the year with the Anchorage Symphony Or- 
chestra which through its union representative de- 
manded that its members be paid union wages for all 
rehearsals and performances, a cost the Festival was 
not prepared to meet as the Festival had been run in 
the past largely on donations of services and reim- 
bursement of expenses. The Anchorage Symphony 
Orchestra refused to participate in the 1960 Festival. 
Nevertheless Ms. Hale was able to cobble together 
an orchestra of about 100 members who all volun- 
teered their time, including 22 members of the ASO 
who did not follow their union leadership. Whoever 
said you cannot make a silk purse out of a sow’s ear 
never met Mary Hale. 


In 1986 the Alaska Festival of Music consolidated 
with the Basically Bach Festival and together they 
re-established the original name Anchorage Festival 
of Music, although formal paperwork was not filed 
with the State of Alaska until 1990. AFM remains 
active and in addition to sponsoring virtual and in per- 
son concerts, it furnishes free or low-cost educational 
opportunities for the community through workshops, 
master-classes, and public forums designed to reach 
diverse participants. It announced a production of 
Cinderella next year as part of the 2022-2023 sea- 
son. 
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The final disposition of the 1,000 or so medallions that 
were reported as being held in a storage locker at the 
University of Alaska Anchorage in 1980 is not really 
known at this point. A 1989 report of assets filed by 
the Festival with the State of Alaska does not list the 
medallions as an asset, either because they were no 
longer deemed of value or some disposition of them 
had been made. The possibility remains that they are 
still located in a now forgotten storage locker as an 
inquiry made this year to the Festival did not result in 
a response from anyone who knew what happened 
to the last 1,000 medallions. 


An inquiry was also made to Herff Jones as to the 
composition of the two gold medallions, but appar- 
ently no records are maintained as to the medallions 
that were made more than 60 years ago.

The first Band-O-Rama was put 
on by the Anchorage High 
School Concert Band in 1956 
under the direction of Jack 
McGuin who continued to direct 
it for a couple decades.

The theme for the 1958 Band-O-Rama was A Trea- 
sure Chest of Golden Musical Memories and the guest 
artist was cornet 
soloist Don 
Jacoby. Jacoby 
was a well known 
trumpet player 
having played 
with Benny 
Goodman and / 

Les Brown, and Don Jacoby with 
soloed at Richard Radke and Pat Sharrock 
Carnegie Hall. The March 15, 1958 Anchorage Times 
noted that for the 1958 Band-O-Rama Jacoby 
“brought with him his own composition ‘Carnival of 
Venice,’ to play” with two Anchorage High School 
Band seniors. 


The 1958 Anchorage High School Band-O-Rama to- 
kens were issued the year before I entered Anchor- 
age High School and it is only speculation on my part 
as to how they came into existence. Band-O-Rama 
is the name that was given to the annual spring con- 
cert,

Benice lists the aluminum and brass tokens in his 
Alaska and Yukon tokens catalogue although the cata- 
logue is generally restricted to actual trade tokens 


and not souvenirs or commemorative medals.* 


The 1958 Band-O-Rama 
was held on March 14 and 
March 15. Perhaps be- 
cause of the separate dates 
Benice considered that the 
tokens may have been 
used for admission on the 
respective dates. In three 
years following 1958 I do not recall any metal tokens 
being used for admission at any Anchorage High 
School events and I was a ticket taker during some 
of those years. If the tokens had been used for ad- 
mission it seems likely more of them would have 
shown up on the secondary market than what have 
appeared since 1958. If Band-O-Rama tokens were 
sold as souvenirs, it appears that not many were sold 
and they were not a money maker as they were only 
issued in 1958. The wood Band-O-Rama token, which 
contains both dates of performance, may have been 
given out to advertise the event. 


Both metal tokens as well as the wooden one feature 
an eagle on the reverse side as Anchorage High School 
(now West Anchorage) is Home of the Eagles, with 
the eagle being the school mascot. The Eagle em- 
blem on the school’s original tile floor is preserved to 
this day as it is against school tradition to walk on it, 
although in later years it has been protected by a post 
and chain barrier. The school paper, The Eagle’s 
Cry, may have reported on the 1958 Band-O-Rama. 
Although I served on the Eagle’s Cry staff a few 
year later, I have not been able to locate a source for 
the 1958 issues. 


The April 9, 1960 issue of the Anchorage Daily Times

reported in regard to the fifth annual Band-O-Rama 
that: “On sale during intermission will be Colum- 
bia albums recorded by the band and taped by 
Ron Moore, the Royal Coachman, earlier this 
spring featuring Band-O-Rama songs from both 
1959 and 1960.” 


The April 24, 1978 Anchorage Daily Times reported 
that the West Anchorage High School Band would 
celebrate its twenty-fifth anniversary by playing a 
Band-O-Rama concert at the school auditorium, un- 
der the direction of Ed Harbke, the band tracing its 
history back to the date Anchorage High School’s 
building opened in 1953.

I attended the Anchorage Shrine Circus, held in the 
field behind Anchorage High School. The Dave 
Nelson Featured on the token was one of the two 
sons on the Ozzie & Harriet television show, Ricky 
being the other son. Dave Nelson was one of the 
performers in the Circus.

Kodiak Is Location Of Play On Alaska History 
“Cry of the Wild Ram,” an original work by Frank 
Brink, which deals with the impact of Alexander 
Baranov on the course of Alaskan history, and 
the force of the “Great Land” on shaping the char- 
acter of Alaska’s first governor, is to be produced 
in July by the Anchorage Community Theatre. 


Since much of Baranov’s early life in Alaska is 
centered here on Kodiak Island, the play’s open- 
ing location is the original colony of Three Saint 
Bay on the island and later St. Paul village, the 
present site of the City of Kodiak. 


From there the play moves to Resurrection Bay 
where Baranov made paint from ochre, forged nails 
from scraps of iron gathered from old shipwrecked 
vessels to build the “Phoenix,” the first ship to be 
launched from the Northwest coast. 


Finally the drama reaches Sitka, where Baranov 
considered the destruction of the Russian outpost 
by the savage Tlingits as an affront to the crown. 
Personally commanding the raiding party from 
Kodiak, his force of character and reputation were 
instrumental in subduing one of the fiercest In- 
dian tribes on the North American continent. 


The clash of cutlasses, the roar of drinking songs, 
the peace of the liturgical chant, the weird soul- 
chilling cry of the Tlingit intonation of death, will 
shred the tranquil peace of an Alaskan summer, 
when this story of Baranovs tortuous fight for 
survival is depicted on the Anchorage stage. 


Auditions are now being held in Anchorage for 
the actor who will play the part of Baranov and 
others in this truly Alaskan drama. Brink for- 
merly lived in Kodiak and is now director of the 
Anchorage Community Theatre.

Alaska Pageant Again Offered This Year. 

One of the most outstanding pageants in Alaska, 
if last year's critics are any judge, will be “Cry of 
the Wild Ram,” an historical pageant which will 
be produced in Anchorage July 21-22 and 28-29. 


This years presentation written and directed by 
Alaskan Frank Brink, will be the second annual 
production of the story of Alexander Baranov. 
Baranov left Russia in 1791 to manage the North 
American operations of a Russian trading com- 
pany and stayed on- thru near-mutiny and Indian 
massacres - to become “Lord of Alaska” as de- 
scribed by Hector Chevigny in his book of the 
same name. 


The pageant drew rave notices from visitors and 
Alaskans alike last year. Covering the period 1791 
to 1818, the drama features a cast of more than 
40 plus dancers and chorus. 


It was thought to bring the pageant for presenta- 
tion in Kodiak, but it was found the production

Culture is coming to Kodiak in a big way. 

“The Cry of the Wild Ram,” a historical drama of 
early Alaska history, much of it with a Kodiak set- 
ting, is to be presented in Kodiak and will be done 
by, for and of the people of Kodiak, it was de- 
cided by the Chamber of Commerce after mem- 
bers heard an inspirational speech by the play's 
author, Frank Brink. 


Brink, associate professor of the Drama at the 
Alaska Methodist University in Anchorage, con- 
vinced Chamber members of the desirability of 
putting on the historical pageant here in its origi- 
nal locale. Although he told of the financial suc- 
cess other communities have had with such pro- 
ductions and the attendant economic activities 
generated by such events, Brink stressed the cul- 
tural advantages gained by the people of the com- 
munity who undertook such enterprises. 


“If you do something different, something worth- 
while, something to be noted for as a community... 
word gets around and the world will beat a path 
to your door,” Brink told the Chamber. 


“Alaska history was born here in Kodiak. You can 
make a significant offering to tourists who will be 
coming to Alaska during the Centennial,” he 
stated. 


Brink said he had found the site at the end of the 


road leading to Monoshka Bay to be “a fantastic 
setting.” 


“IT have never seen a more natural setting for an 
outdoor theatre, he said. 


The Chamber became so enthused over the idea 
that it was decided to attempt to try to put on the 
play in time for the King Crab Festival and the 
beginning of the ferry boat service. A motion to 
appoint Dr. Bob Johnson, who has been instru- 
mental in getting Brink interested in putting the 
play on here, as Chairman of a committee to “get 
this show on the road,” was approved unani- 
mously. 


The trial production will require at least 100 local 
people to participate, according to Brink who said 
the original properties could be obtained for use 
here. 


The Chamber is also investigating the matter of 
obtaining the site at Monoashka Bay for construc- 
tion of a 500-seat outdoor theatre.

“Cry of the Wild Ram” Group Will Organize Here 
To Promote Production. 

An organizational meeting for the purpose of form- 
ing a sponsoring group for Kodiak’s planned pro- 
ductions of the historical drama “Cry of the Wild 
Ram” will be held Thursday, December 5, at 8 
o'clock at the home of Dr. Bob Johnson. 


A “brain - washing” session to prepare for this 
meeting was held at the doctor’s home Nov. 11 
and enthusiasm was high as plans were discussed 
for an outdoor production in 1965 and again for 
the Centennial year 1967. 


It is hoped the play will be produced in a natural 
setting in an outdoor theater at the end of the road 
on Monashka bay. Costs took up a good part of 
the meeting with suggestions for obtaining state 
aid, and raising funds through local bonds sales, 
pageant buttons and advance ticket sales. 


The Cry of the Wild Ram debuted in Kodiak in 1966. 
It had a run of 26 years, the last presentation was in 
1992;
